Three bylaws needed to proceed with 
the sale of town land and the develop¬ 
ment of Shantz Village received unani¬ 
mous support at Didsbury town council 
April 26. 

Council gave second ;md third read¬ 
ings to the Municipal Development Plan 
Amendment, the Shantz Village Area 
Structure Plan and the Land Use Bylaw' 
Amendment. 

Before the vote, council listened to 
a report from its administration about 
work that Ls underway to address five 
themes embracing the issues raised at 
the Shantz Village public hearing April 
29. 

Council acted to do more work on one 
issue - the cessation of the CPR train 
horns that are blown when the trains 
pass through town. 


Administration reported that it has 
written Alberta Transport to initiate 
work on matters related to pedestrians 
from the Village crossing Highway 582, 
particularly a new crosswalk. 

At the public hearing members of 
the public questioned the placement of 
commercial facilities within the Village. 
This removes incentive to upgrade facili¬ 
ties downtown along 20th Street. Fears 
were expressed that transition between 
commercial and residential land use in 
the proposed development is too harsh. 

Some jteople believe the conunercial 
area would be better situated facing 
Highway 582 rather than facing in to 
the Village. But town planners and the 
developer think that the commercial 
location will allow for easiest and safest 
access. 

However, the town administration 
stated that the developer was encour¬ 
aged to have residential development 


along the highway to face the residential 
neighbourhood of Morris Meadows. 

Concerns that industrial properties on 
the northwest comer of the town will 
be negatively affected have been taken 
up with the industrial property owners. 
The industrial owners are worried that 
the noise they generate would affect the 
residents. 

For its part, town administra¬ 
tion believes the existing buffer zone 
between the Village and the neighbour¬ 
ing industries w ill protect the interests 
of both sides. 

To deal with the t rain whistles, council 
will first consider retaining an engineer¬ 
ing consultant to upgrade the three road 
and rail crossings in Didsbury to Alberta 
Transportation and CP Rail standards to 
stop the whistles. 

Some councillors have noted that it 
isn’t just the residents of Shantz Village 
who will benefit from stopping the train 


whistles, but the relief will extend to 
homes next to and near the tracks. 

There was a concern expressed about 
poor planning processes and no profes¬ 
sional planning advice. 

Administrators responded that the 
town’s team of planners, engineers ;uid 
lawyers gave the Shantz Village develop¬ 
ers advice and opinions, and changes to 
the plan reflected that input 

“The Town of Didsbury planners will 
continue to be involved throughout the 
Shantz Village process,” administration 
said in its report to council. 

There is uncertainty, expressed by 
observers in the seniors’ housing busi¬ 
ness about the need for the amount of 
housing inventory the project will put 
on the market. 

That has been studied in marketing 
evaluations .and the staging of con¬ 
struction in phases is to ensure orderly 
development, said a spokesman.

RCMP: “Exercise caution 
with fires’’ 

Didsbury RCMP assisted the fire department on 
April 20 at a grass fire in the forested ;trea near the 
Valerosa neighbourhood. 

“Somebody had a lire in a non-approved firepit and 
the result was the out-of-control grass fire. Suspects 
fled the scene before anyone attended or was able to 
identify them,” said Cpl. Clint Audette. 

“It’s important that people are responsible and cau¬ 
tious when they’re having fires given the very dry con¬ 
ditions. Even with cool weather as of late it’s still very 
volatile, and we’ve had several partial fire bans put in 
effect across Mountain View County,” he said. 

“We will likely see more grass fires so people 
should be cautious. 

"They could be c harged for negligent behaviour 
or arson if there is intentional damage to property 
caused by fire,” said Cpl. Audette. 

Vehicle thefts reported 

Overnight on April 20 in the rural area west of 
Didsbury two quads were stolen from an unlocked 
shop. 

They were later recovered near liighways 22 and 
582. 

“Tire quad keys were in an unlocked shop,” said 
Cpl. Clint Audette. 

The next night, April 21, in that same area an ATV 
with keys in it was stolen from an unlocked Quonset 


and was later recovered. 

Meanwhile, a Chevrolet Silverado was stolen in the 
rural area west of Didsbury the same night, 

The truck was left unlocked with the keys in it. 

“There is a very common theme here, the keys have 
been left in the vehicles that have been stolen,” Cpl. 
Audette noted. 

“As well, several buildings that were broken into 
;md vehicles inside stolen, were left unlocked, he said. 

Also on April 21, a Ford Ranger was stolen outside 
of Fas Gas in Didsbury around 8 am. 

The truc k was left running and unlocked. 

There was an attempted theft of a Town of 
Diclsbiuy truck sometime between April 23 and 27. 
The vehicle was parked at the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex arena 

A vehicle was vandalized in the Didsbury east 
industrial park overnight on April 15, when a rock 
was thrown through the driver’s side window, Cpl. 
Audette said. 

And overnight on April 12 there was a break and 
enter to an RV trailer in Didsbury on 12th Avenue and 
a full propane bottle was stolen. 

A vehicle was vandalized while it was parked on 
First Street W in Cremona on April 18. 

Cpl. Clint Audette said the windows, lights and mir¬ 
rors were smashed out. He said it could have been 
targeted. 

“Oftentimes significant vandalism, if it’s the only 
one, it is targeted. But it’s diffic ult to say,” he said.

“The house was damaged significantly but nothing 
was missing,” Cpl. Audette said at the weekly briefing 
April 28. 

Beehives stolen 

Forty beehives full of queen bumblebees were 
recently stolen from a property across from the Tooth 
of the Dog Pound Creek Golf Course. 

Didshury RCMP Cpl. Clint Audette said the theft 
occurred sometime between April 5 and 19 and each 
hive is valued at $250. 

He said someone could have stolen the hives for 
honey or to pollinate crops. 

“Farmers will often have hives spread out around 
their fields and then the kind of byproduct of that is 
the honey that they get from it, but the bees serve to 
pollinate their crops,” said Audette.

2016 property tax rates set 


developers sit on large tracts of land for 
development year after year without doing 
anything with it. 

The tax on vacant residentiiil land sparked 
the sole dissenting vote. 

Coun. Lavar Adanis argued for a tax rate of 
29 nulls on vacant residential land, because 
the lower rate of 15 does not create a sig¬ 
nificant incentive to starl the development 
process. 

The developer sits on millions of dollars' 
worth of land and can easily afford a small 
tax, Adams said. 

Homeowners in town who own a second 
lot beside their homes can amalgamate the 
lots together or take inexpensive measures 
to qualify the second lot as developed and 
eligible for the 8.4 tax rate, administration 
told council. 

An annual Tax Rate Bylaw is to be pre¬ 
pared by administration to be passed at the 
next meeting.

Didsbury reduced its 2016 residential 
property municipal tax rate slightly April 26 
but introduced a vacant residential tax to 
prompt development of empty land. 

The residential tax rate will be 8.3 mills 
compared to 8.515 in 2015. 

Tire final increase or decrease in taxes a 
property owner will pay now depends on 
the most recent assessment of the value of 
the land. 

The non-residential property tax rate will 
increase slightly from 8.936 to 9.1. Non- 
residential vacant land will be taxed at a mill 
rate of 29. 

Vacant land zoned as residential has not 
been assessed a property tax in the past. 
Beginning this year, it will be taxed at a rate 
of 15 mills. 

Councillors expressed frustration that

and fines grew to $181,398 from $139,482 
in 2014. Licences and permits contributed 
$106,285 in 2015, down from $121,783 in 
the previous year.. 

Operating expenses were $9.73 million 
in 2015 compared with $10.29 million the 
previous year. Administration costs fell 
from $772,575 in 2014 to $584,466. 

The cost of protective services climbed 
to $941,970 from $850,279 in the previous 
year. Recreation, parks and culture spend¬ 
ing declined from $2.28 million in 2014 to 
$2.58 million. Costs of community services 
also declined from $841,342 to $582,767. 

The book value of the Shantz Crossing 
(Village) lands is $1.83 million and the 
development costs to the end of 2015 were 
$6.67 million, of which $4.14 million is in 
infrastructure that will be retained by the 
town after a sale of the lands. 


The Town of Didsbury’s independent 
auditors, BDO Canada, gave a “clean opin¬ 
ion" to the municipality’s 2015 financial 
statements after the annual audit. 

Jessica Wan of the BEK) Red Deer office 
told council April 26 the financial state¬ 
ments “fairly present” the town’s business 
in 2015 and comply with Canadian public 
sector accounting standards. 

“It’s a clean opinion,” Wan said in a pub¬ 
lic presentation to council. 

Among the highlights in the review, the 
town’s net debt was reduced from $6.29 
million in 2014 to $4.18 million at the 
end of 2015. In the one-year period, the 
accumulated surplus rose from $45.17 mil¬ 
lion in 2014 to $49.94 million. 

Revenue in 2015 was $10.32 million, 
including $4.6 million in taxes and $4.4 mil¬ 
lion in franchise fees and sales.
